TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it Please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th Years of Your Majesty’s 
Reign, intituled, “An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to Your 
Majesty this our third Report. 

2. The first Schedule to this Report annexed, contains the dates of the several 
meetings of our body, held since the 12th March, 1847, together with the names 
of the members present thereat respectively. 

3. We beg to annex to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a copy of the 
abstract of our accounts in the several charities under our administration for the 
year ended_31st December, 1846, now before the Chief Remembrancer of Your 
Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland, for examination and audit, as directed by the 
provisions of the said Act; and in Schedule No. 3 will be found a copy of the 
certificate of the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts of the audit of 
that portion of our funds subject to their inspection. 

4. Since the date of our last Report we have recovered, on account of 
charities withheld, concealed, or misapplied, various sums, amountino- to 
£203 Is. 2d. 3i percent, stock, and £1,256 7*. 0 d. cash, as specified in Schedules 
4 and 5, to this our Report annexed. We have also established our title to 
annuities and rents, amounting annually to £111 18s. 5d,, the particulars of which 
are mentioned in Schedule No. 8. Independent of the sums so recovered by us 
there have been cases in which, through our interference, the due adminis- 
tration of charitable trusts has been enforced; and we feel assured that the 
knowledge of the existence of this Board tends of itself to check abuses. 

5. The total amount of the trust funds now under our care and control, vested 
in Government and other securities, is set forth in the 6th and 7th Schedules 
annexed to this Report ; the particulars of which, together with the objects of 
each trust fund, will be found in Schedules 9 and 10, also annexed. J 

6. The annual amount of rents or annuities under our guardianship, as given 
in Schedule No. 8 of our last Report, specifying the particular amount of each, 
with the names of the testator or donor by whom created, the source from 
whence each is derived, and the object of each trust, is carried down to the 
present time, in Schedule No. 8, to this Report annexed. 

7. In Schedules 4 and 5 will also be found Returns of the various sums in cash 
and Government stock, received by us from the 25th March, 1847, to the 25th 
March, 1848, showing from what sources same have been derived. 

8. With respect to the large claims made against us for costs referred to in the 
8th and 9th paragraphs of our last Report, we beg to state, that havino- referred 
the entire question of costs, as regards our liabilities, to a special committee, 
composed of the legal members of our body, they have made a detailed Report 
upon the subject, which we subsequently adopted at a meeting of our Board. 

This Report (a copy of which is hereunto annexed, marked A.) we transmitted 
to the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury, with whom we have 
been since in correspondence in relation thereto.

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We have applied the several items in the 12th Schedule of our last Report, 
numbeied 4, and 5, and all other funds at our disposal which we considered 
properly so applicable, to the payment of these costs ; and we beg to state that 
except the interest on the sum of £1,397 13». referred to in our last Report 
paragraph 8, and whatever sums may from time to time be properly appropriated 
to the payment of costs, out of rents received or sums recovered m^uits now 
p “ dm 8; no tods whatever now under our control applicable to the 

payment of this st‘ u large unsatisfied claim, by far the greater portion of which 
was due by the late Board. And we humbly suggest that the balance so long 
due should be forthwith discharged. g

We, the Committee to whom the consideration of the Board’s letter to the Treasury, of 
the 12th November, 1846, and of the letter of the Secretary of the Treasury, bearing date 
the 24th December, 1846, in reply thereto, was referred, (copies of which will be found 
in the Appendix, marked A and B,) and who were requested, under the circumstances 
in which the Board is placed, by the letter of the Treasury, to report to the Board upon 
the several sums claimed as due to Messrs. M'Causland and Fetherston, solicitors, for costs: 
and also to report the funds, if any, in the hands of the Board, properly applicable to the 
payment thereof, as well as of all othor costs to which the Commissioners are now or may 
hereafter become liable, submit the following Report : — 

In investigating these claims for costs, it became necessary to consider all other liabilities 
to which the late Board was subject, and on account of which there are now claims against 
the present Commissioners. 

The first claim, as we conceive, on the present Board, is in respect to a sum of £870 3s. Id., 
due by the late Board to the following charities To Bishop Smith’s charity, £l 14 7s. Id,: 
and to Tate’s charity, £775 15s. 6 d. This sum was the balance which remained due on 
the settlement of the accounts of the late Treasurer, and was retained by him, with the 
approbation of the present Commissioners, as compensation for his services as such 
Treasurer, under the circumstances stated in the 1st and 2nd Reports of the Board, 
and in the letters to the Treasury, bearing date, respectively, the 22nd of January and 
18 th of February, 1847. 

The next claim is that for costs. 

The entire claims for all costs, as furnished, up to the present date, amounted to 
£6,709 16s. 5id., exclusive of which there is also a claim for costs unfurnished, incurred 
in the year 1846, which we are informed will amount to about £300. 

The costs furnished are 

1st. The costs due to Messrs. M'Causland and Fetherston for business done for the late 
Board, as their solicitors, consisting of two miscellaneous bills, and several bills incurred 
in separate suits, a summary of which will be found in the Appendix marked C, D, and E. 
The total amount of these costs, as taxed, is £6,040 9s. 2 id. (See Schedule I.) 

2nd. A miscellaneous bill of costs, untaxed, due to the said solicitors for business done 
for the present Board, a summary of which, as furnished, will be found m the Appendix, 
Schedule F, amounting to £413 3s. 2-l-rf. This bill has not been taxed, in consequence of 
a letter from the Treasury, of the 27th March, 1845. 

3rd. Nine separate bills of costs, amounting to £256 4s., contained m Schedule (j. 

Of the costs so furnished, there has been since paid the sum of £1,864 2s. 8£d., in the 
respective cases specified in the Appendix, Schedule H, leaving a still unsatisfied balance 
on account of costs furnished, of about £4,845 13s. 9 d. , v ,, . 

Wo now come to consider what funds are under the control of the Board applicable to 
the payment of these claims. . 

With respect to that portion of the costs remaining due, which were incurred by the 
late Commissioners, amounting in all to £4,233 9s. 2d., there is no express provision in 
the recent statute (7 & 8 Vic., chap. 97,) for the payment thereof, but by the 11th section 
of the Act, which transfers the property vested in the late Board to the present Com- 
missioners. subject to the engagements of the former Board, the present Commissioners 
would appear to be authorized to pay, out of such part of the property so transferred to 
them as does not belong to any particular charity, such costs, it any, as would hate been 
properly payable thereout by the late Commissioners. . , . j • 

The portion of the property not belonging to any particular charity, and so vested m 
the present Board, and which may be considered properly applicable to the payment oi 
these costs, and the other liabilities of the late Board, consists of the following te ms :- 

lst. A sum of £700 voted by Parliament, in the year 1844, for the service of the late 
Board, still unissued from the Treasury. . ,.. f , 0+ 

2nd. A sum of £291 5 s. 8<i„ being a balance on foot of the cash to tie credit of wUt 
W .18 called the “ Private account,” of the late Commissioners, consisting principally OJ tne 
unappropriated balances of former annual Parliamcntaiy grants. . 

3rd. A sum of £1,397 13s. Government 3J per cent, stool, now standing m the boots 
of the Bank of Wand to the credit of the Commoner! it lie origin ™ c “ 
ascertained It was transferred to the guardianship of the late Board, in the year 1815, 
by the then Archbishops of Cashel and Team ; and as appears by the 
have discovered relating thereto, (a copy of which will be found in the Appendix, 
Schedule K,) this fund was so transferred to the then Board, “to ^f ^been ’broken m 
bv law embezzled charities .” Ever since its transfer, the capital has not been broken m 
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upon— the practice of the late Board, as appears by several of their petitions to Parliament, 
a copy of the last of which will be found in the Appendix, Schedule L, having been to 
apply the dividends only to the purposes of the trust. It may, therefore, be a question 
whether after so long a practice— which may be evidence of the original trust— the capital 
ought now to be applied by the Board towards the payment of the costs remaining due 
by the late Commissioners ; and we presume it will be for the Treasury to decide whether 
the principal should be applied to the payment of any of the liabilities of the Board as, in 
the event ot its being hereafter discovered to be a misapplication of the fund, the Treasury 
would be required to make it good to the trust. J 

4th. A sum of £177 }5s. lOd. Government 3£ per cent, stock, transferred to the credit 
ot the present Board from the Court of Chancery, being a repayment out of the fund 
realized tor Dr. Lill's charity, of the amount of costs and expenses advanced from 
time to tune by the late Board from their said “ Private account ,” for the establishment of 
that chanty. 

5th. A sum of £144 3s. 7 d. Government 3 per cent, consols, being the amount of 
various sums deducted from time to time from several charity funds by the present Board 
to meet costs incurred in those cases, and still remaining due to their solicitors. 

These several items, numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, as enumerated in the Appendix, Schedule M 
(should the ircasury decide that the principal of No. 3 was to be appropriated,) make a 
total of about £2 ,5oo 10.?, Bd., and are the only funds under the control of the Com- 
missioners which could be considered available for the payment of these claims : from this 
5^75"^ IQUSt be deducted > in the instance, the principal of No. 3, namely 
±>i,3J7 13s. Government stock, until the decision of the Treasury is made in regard to 
it; and also the said sum of £870 3s. Id., due to Bishop Smith’s and Tate’s charities 
iierembofore referred to; and thus there will remain only an actual balance of about 
£411 13s. Id. available for the payment of the costs. (See Schedule M.) 

Ilierc are several cases, however, in which the Commissioners have funds under their 
guardianship from which they would be entitled, under the provisions of the 12th section 
to deduct not only the costs remaining due to the solicitors in these cases respectively but 
perhaps also several sums which the late Board advanced from time to time to their 
f - e , c ] 1 c 5f nfc y> out of tlieu ' " Private account ,” for costs, and which would form 
a further fund for the payment of the balance of costs due.

Miscellaneous expenses not incident to any particular charity ; for example, taking i^gyfcran'miuec of 
the opinion of counsel upon any question relating to the duties of the Commissioners, &c. the Commissioners 
We are of opinion that in case, No. 1, the costs, charges, and expenses are, by the 12th of ClumtableDona- 
section of the Act, legally payable out of the charity fund recovered. for^lamUu^st?. 

We are of opinion that in case, No. 3, the costs incurred are not payable out of the fund 
by virtue of the Act, but are, as we conceive, payable out of the fund by the general 
principles of law, as costs incident to the execution of the trust. 

As to costs falling under classes Nos. 2, 4, 5, and 6, we apprehend from the view taken 
of the law, in the letter of the Treasury of the 24th December last, that in their opinion 
they are not provided for by the 8th, 12th, or 14th sections of the Act, and are not payable 
out of the Consolidated Fund ; and we apprehend that costs falling under class No. 4. 
cannot be charged against the charity fund, having regard to the terms of the 12th section 
of the Act ; and that as to costs incurred under classes Nos. 2, 5, 6, and also under class 
No. 4, there is no provision for their payment in the Act, save the 8th section, which 
section, according to the view taken by the Treasury, does not include costs. 



" Having now stated the actual and contingent liabilities of the Board, more particularly 
as regards costs, we beg to remind the Board, that the letter of the Treasury, suggesting, 
gs.it does, difficulties as to the means of discharging not only the costs incurred by the 

f iresent Board, but also the heavy demand for costs claimed for services performed for the 
ate Board, places the present Commissioners in great embarrassment, both as to the 
discharge of their actual liabilities, and as to the future fulfilment of their trust. 

The balance of costs furnished, still due to the solicitors, amounts to about £4,845 13s. 9d. 
There is also, as already mentioned, a bill of costs to be furnished for the year 1846, 
amounting, as the solicitors inform us, to about £300, being a total claim on the Board for 
costs, of about £5,145 13s. 9 cl . ; and there is no fund for the immediate payment of this 
large claim except the sums recited in Appendix, marked M, amounting to about 
£411 13s. Id., and the sum of £937 8s. lid, as stated in Schedule 0, which we think 
may be appropriated to that purpose, thus leaving a balance to be provided for of about 
£3,796 11s. 9d. 

In conclusion, we arc strongly of opinion that the claims for all costs now payable should 
be liquidated without further delay, and should not be made to await, as to any part, either 
the final adjudication on the several charity cases in which some of these costs may have been 
, incurred, or the future receipts of the charity fund ; aud we beg to recommend that the 
unissued Parliamentary grant of £700 should be applied for; that the above balance in 
Schedule M referred to, and the aggregate of the sums in Schedule O, should be at once 
appropriated towards the payment of these costs ; and that in order to discharge the 
balance, and to provide the means for carrying on the future business of the Board, as 
regards costs, an application should be immediately made to the Treasury for the necessary 
funds. We further recommend, that an account should be opened with the Treasury, to 
the credit of which, from time to time, should be placed any sum recovered for costs which 
may, in the opinion of the Commissioners, be properly chargeable on the charity funds 
recovered by them, as also any future receipts fairly applicable to the repayment of sums 
so advanced by the Treasury for costs ; and with that view we have annexed a Schedule, (P,) 
containing a list of those cases in which this course may, as we think, with propriety be 
taken.
